"There is no doubt that the time has 


arrived when peace will be declared 
between British and Boers." 


J. Myers, a mining- capitalist of 


Johannesburg, 
South 
Africa, now 


passing a few days Jrt Los Angeles, 
mfl.de this statement during an inter- 
view Wednesday. 
The gentleman 


has lived in that country many years 
and displayed much knowledge of peo- 
p\e. and affairs .of the Transvaal dur- 
ing the conversation. He said: 


"Boers generally have been ready 


for peace for a year past, but Dewet 
and other irreeoncilables simply have 
cajoled or forced the men to continue 
the fight. There is desolation through- 
out the coutftry, and'everyone there 
will be better off than ever before 
under a peace agreement. 


"Many Boers have ceased bearing 


arms, and others have offered to fight 
with the English. However, the great 
trouble has been ill regard to the de- 
mand for Africanders who took up 
arms against the British. 
England 


is not willing to set at liberty these, 
who have acted the part of traitors. 
Several thousand of these have fought 
with the Boers, and England will pun- 
ish them. It is generally understood 
tha.t the men will not be punished by 
imprisonment, but will be disfranchis- 
ed for a certain length of time.

Certain Privileges the aorerelun of 


Orcitt Britain la Denied. 


Although monarch of the greatest 


renlm the world has ever known, King 
Edward of Great Britain must admit 
o certain restrictions upon his per- 
sonal conduct that are not Imposwl 
upon his humblest mibject. 


If the owner of the biggest nnd most 


valuable business In Great 
B'ltnln 


were to write to the king offering him 
n half share hi nil the profits from thnt 
business for nothing It would be Im- 
possible* for the occupant of the throne 
to accept this generous proposal. Just 
ns no clergyman nor officer mny com- 
bine business wlt,h his profession, so 
tbe king taust not become partner with 
a subject- 


Neither can he be n tenant uor hold 


anything "In service" from one of his 
subjects. The old law on the subject 
declares this to be.beneath the king's 
dignity. He mny, however, accept the 
post of pTecutor under a will, but may 
not act. 
He must appoint someone to 


do the work for him, for he is supposed 
to have his hands too full with state 
duties to attend to trivial private af- 
fairs. 


Although, ns may be known, the mon- 


arch may dispense with his cabinet and 
most of his civil servants, yet he can- 
not discharge the privy council, but Is 
obliged to call their aid In deliberation. 
What is more, It Is against the British 
constitution for the king to preside over 
the privy council. Queen Anne was the 
last occupant of the throne to do s>>. 
And although the original appointment 
of members of the privy council is a 
royal privilege, yet the king may not 
select any foreigner—that Is, one born 
out of the kingdom and not of British 
parentage—to serve. 


In the reign of George III. the privy 


council discussed how far the king's 
mandates must be obeyed by his sub 
Jects and came to the conclusion that 
the law of th« land would not permit 
the king to prohibit new buildings be- 
ing erected In London nor his forbid 
ding the making of starch from wheat 


The king cannot exempt any class of 


his subjects from duties imposed upoi 
them by act of parliament. This was 
proved when a charter was granted to 
a certain college of physlolnns exempt 
ing them from the militia tax. 
After 


a big lawsuit the judgment was In this 
Instance against the crown. Nor Is the 
king at liberty to compel any one to 
lend him money. The petition of rlgh 
which contained this stipulation mean 
It as a strong hint that taxes were in 
future to be collected by the orders o

Probably no part of the census of 


1900 has elicited more comment—much 
of It very pessimistic—than that which 
has set In strong light the apparently 
undue congestion of population In the 
large cities of the country. It has been 
spoken of with much regret as a most 
unfavorable Indication of the tendency 
of modern civilization. It seems to 
have been forgotten that such a fact 
alone can hardly be considered as un- 
favorable In Itself, because In the last 
analysis the whole population, urban 
and rural alike, must derive subsis- 
tence from the direct or indirect prod- 
ucts of the earth. They must all be 
fed and clothed and sheltered, no mat- 
ter where they may make their homes. 
The urban population cannot long be 
Increased In numbers at the cost of 
the rural without setting up such an 
increased demand for the products of 
the earth developed only In rural con- 
ditions as to bring on Inevitably 
a 


backward flow of population from the 
cities Into the country In order to meet 
that demand. Aside from this, how- 
ever, a new fact Is brought out in a re- 
cent bulletin from the census bureau 
that puts quite a new face on the 
whole matter. This fact is that the 
growth of population In the 
small 


towns and cities of the whole country, 
east and west, has kept pace with that 
of the large cities which has been such 
a striking fact and has stirred so 
much pessimistic walling. The official 
figures show that with very few ex- 
ceptions, the towns and cities exceed- 
ing, say, 3,000 or 4,000 population each 
have quite held their own in growth 
with the large cities. The exceptions, 
either way, can most likely be explain- 
ed by local 
exceptional 
condition?. 


There Is nothing alarming in this fact 
and it quite takes the alarm out of the 
other—large city—fact. Much, perhaps 
most, of the growth of these small 
cities comes of the removal of fami- 
lies that have prospered from farms 
to townti because of the superior edu- 
cational advantages of the latter. The 
farms have not therefore been aban- 
doned and turned out into wild land. 
Somebody else, a son or a son-in-law or 
a purchaser, has taken up the farm 
work and the new additions to the 
town people growing out of these re- 
movals of men who have accumulated 
a competence and by living In town 
cease to be producers In the primary 
sense simply operates to swell the de- 
mand for what the farms 
produce. 


When the statistics of growth In the 
farming population Itself and the In- 
creased productive power of each in- 
dividual arising from Improved meth- 
ods can be digested and studied the 
reasons for pessimistic wailing In this 
regard are likely to disappear alto- 
gether.

"It's an old story flint the United 


States Treasurer occasionally 
pay* 


warrants for tlic sum of 1 cent to cred- 
tors of the government," said au old 
department clerk the other day, "but 
It's not so well known, but equally 
true, nevertheless, that government 
clerks are sometimes docked 1 cent for 
overstaying their annual leave a ruin- 
ute or a fraction thereof. In the Treas- 
ury Department In particular the rule 
Is inflexible that n clerk who exceeds 
the regulation leave oven for a minute 
In a year shall forfeit a proportionate 
amount of his pay. 


"The taxation of delinquents requires 


eternal vigilance nnd careful calcula- 
tion, but It Is regarded ns essential 
to the* best Interests of the service. 
No fractions of a minute are consid- 
ered and there Is no penalty less than 
a cent. The salary per minute Is de- 
termined by dividing the annual sal- 
ary by all the working days, which 
exclude Sundays nnd holidays, nnd al- 
lowing seven hours for each day. On 
that basis It Is computed that the sal- 
aries of government clerks 
average 


about a cent a minute. Of course, 
some get more aud others less, but 
that covers the most of them. 


"It does not seem much to deduct 10 


cents from the .? 1,200 salary of n clerk 
who has exceeded his 00 days' leave 
by ten 
minutes, but be Invariably 


treats such action as a great outrage 
on his rights as an American citizen. 
The other day a woman in the Treas- 
ury upset the entire office In which 
she Is employed for almost a whole 
day," says the Washington Star, "in 
her persistent efforts to get back Hi 
cents for overstaying her leave about a 
quarter of an hour.

THE MAKING OF PEARLS. 


Lustrous Gems Are Only the Tombs 


of Worms. 


Pearls are the product of decay. A 


French naturalist says, lu Cosmos, 
that the free pearls found lu the com- 
mon pearl-bearing mollusk are little 
tombs surrounding the bodies of the 
marine worms known us distomes dur- 
ing a particular stage of their life. 


In the month of August certain mol- 


lusks are found having numerous small 
reddish-yellow points in the spot where 
pearls usually form. 
Then begins the 


imprisonment of the creature. 
In the 


beginning the surface of the distome 
Is sprinkled with tiny grains of car- 
bonate of lime. 
These granulations 


grow and take the form of crystals 
which group and Interlace in different 
patterns, ojid end by forming a calcare- 
ous deposit around the creature's body, 
which can still be distinguished by its 
yellow tint. 


The calcareous deposit takes <m pol- 


ish and luster;'and at this momept the 
nucleus of the young pearl is seen only 
as a iittie olack point, whicii soon dis- 
appears. The pearl has now a beautiful 
luster, and it keeps on growing In. con- 
tact with the membranous pouch sur- 
rounding the calcareous cyst. 


The distome remains there until the 


following summer. 
At the beginning 


of the season the pearl loses its polish, 
decays and falls to pieces. There may 
remain only a gelatinous mass, and 
these are known as gelatinous pearls. 
The parasite then resumes its active 
life, reproduces its kind, and the young 
distomes become In their turn encysted, 
forming new pearls. 


There are pearls that escape their 


physiological fate, and may grow to 
larger size because their distomes are 
dead, killed by another parasite, or be- 
cause they are sterile. 


So the most beautiful pearl Is noth- 


ing but the brilliant tomb of a worm.

NOTABLE ENGINEERING PROJECT 


One of the Largest Reservoir Sites in 


the West 


One of the largest reservoir sites in 


the west is under the examination of 
the United States geological survey. 
The dam site is situated in a narrow 
L'orge, just below the junction of Salt 
river and Tonto creek, Arizona. The 
capacity of the proposed 
reservoir, 


with a dam 200 feet in elevation above 
the bed of the river, is nearly 1,000,000 
acre feet, or more than that of the 
great reservoir now in construction on 
the Nile, or than any other artificial 
reservoir in the world. 
One of the serious obstales met in 


lanning for the construetiotwof this 


great reservoir was the ditiieulty in 
securing hydraulic cement at a cost 
ow enough to make the project linan- 
cially practical. About 150.OdO barrels 
of cement 
w i l l be 
needed, 
which, 


owing to the 
isolated location of the 


site and the long overland haul, would 
reach the almost prohibitive rate 
)f9 per barrel. 
Fortunately materials 


were found at hand suitable, for maim 
factiiring a high grade cement, \s hich 
will save nearly a million dollars in 
the cost of construction. Water power 
w i l l he/ developed on the spot, if the 
dam is authorized, to do the heavy 
\\ork of the building.
